The Eternal Question 


OTHIXG is more certain than a prolongation of the tax muddle which 
now involves thc people of this state nnd of the nation. So long,oa men 


as densely ignorant of the fundamentals of taxation as those now in tho Ohio 
General Assembly and in Congress are returned to those bodies there is no 
possible hope of relief in btate or nation 


Last week there was a meeting in Columbus of the members of the so- 


called "Ohio Tax Association." Just what this organization is. who called 
it into being and what its i 
ueucc will be in thc legislature we do not pro- 


fess to know. But thc press dispatches.plainly Indicated that it was quite as 
helpless as the average Ohio General Assembly to cope with a problem that 
cannot be temporized with much longer. 


The men who sat in- this "Ohio Tax Association" conference continued 


the old familiar grind. Some of them were willing to wade In blood to their 
knees in defense of the -sacred "uniform rule" 
Some were classiflcationista. 


Others believe an income tax will solve tho problem. 
Still others favor a 


return to the old tax inquisitor system, while Prof. Richard T. Ely of the 
University of Wisconsin, supposedly an authority on economics, sounded tho 
depths of economic ignorance in his weird proposal for "more indirect taxes," 
and the advocacy cf tho "widest possible diffusion of taxes." 


That the eminent educator meant by this fewer taxes on tho rich and 


more on the masses of the people was not left to doubt. Any one who advo- 
cates "a wide diffusion of taxes" always mean that. In the case of Dr. Ely 
he is credited in the press dispatches with saying so in express terms. Ho 
has no hesitancy In saying that tho chewing gum of children and office girls, 
the tobacco of workmen and tho movie tickets of thc masses should carry a 
state tax because if a people can spend so much money on "chewing gum, 
tobacco, movies and the like, it cannot^bo said that they are not able to pay 
taxes." 


On the other hand. Dr. Ely contends that the cry of "swat tho rich" is 


indefensible because "the rich are too few to bear the increasing tax burden 


The existing system of taxation is calculated to a nicety to keep the farm- 


ing interests at the foot of tho economic ladder. Tho beat proof of that as- 
portion is that it is keeping them there now and always has kept them there. 
It always will keep them there until their misguided leaders quit playing 
politics and tell them the truth. Men like Taber and Dyer have now deserted 
the uniform rule and have become closslllcatlonlsts. That they have deserted 
the uniform rule is encouraging, but why should farmeis wait in poverty and 
distress for another decade to have tho Tahers and Dyers, or their success- 
ors, tell them that classification, as a way to permanent economic solidity, is 
os empty a. dream as the uniform rule? 


When viewing the miserable plight of the farming interests one Is tempted 


lo exclaim with, tho prophet of old. "How long, O Lord how long! 
Will pre- 


judice never yield to reason? Is TRUTH for«»vpr to bo rrn«Mfip'l? Aro fho.<"» 
who stand most to bo bcnefittcd by a basic reform in taxation always to talk 
and vote for their own impoverishment? 


On one question honest labor and honest capital can always unite. That 


is taxation. There are two and only two sources from which public revenues 
can bo derived—Industry and Monopoly. Every dirt farmer, every factory 
toiler ond every manufacturer and business man with honest dollars Invested 
in productive enterprises, and this list comprises 95 percent of our population, 
Is Interested in shifting the burden of taxation from Industry to Monopoly. 
The remaining five percent of the people, the Monopolists, arc obviously inter- 
ested In seeing taxation rest Just where It is—on the back of Industry. 


What a travesty on intelligence,it is that the five percent are able to fool 


enough of tho 93 percent to make them do their economic bidding. What a, 
discouraging spectacle it is to see the real producers duped by the parisitic 
few who toil not neither do they spin, who nevertheless demand and receive 
their heavy toll from farm and factory and from every legitimate industry.
